POWER VS. ANTENNA 


It seems that most of the new- 
comers think that the only way 
to increase their signal strength 
is to increase power. There is at 
least one other way that can be 
much more economical. This is 
antenna improvement. 200 watts 
to a good antenna can many 
times put out a better signal 
than a kw. to any hunk of wire. 
‘he things to consider in an an- 


tenna are mainly: Gain over a 


dipole, SWR, and heigth. By im- 
proving these factors, it is pos- 
sible to “sound like a kw.”’ when 
only running 100 - 150 watts. 

First the subject of Gain. 
There are a few non-directional 
antennas that can achieve gain 
over a dipole, but these are rel- 
atively complicated either in size 
or design. The main antenna with 
gain that I will discuss here is 
the directional or “beam” an- 
tenna. These are rather imprac- 
tical on bands below 14 m<e., al- 
though 40 meter beams are avyail- 
able. Considering the difference 
Letween a 150 watt transmitter 
to a beam compared with twice 
the power to a perfectly matched 
dipole can be surprising. A gain 
of 3 db is achieved each time the 
power is doubled. A simple 2 
element beam will give a gain 
of approx. 5 db. A 8 element 
beam will give a gain of about 8 
db. You can easily see by this 
that changing from a dipole to 
a 2 element beam would be bei- 
ter than equivalent to tripleing 
the power. Adding a third ele- 
ment would be equivalent to 
doubleing the power to the two 
element beam. 

Besides the above mentioned 
gain in your outgoing power, a 
beam’s gain will be noticed in the 
receiver, also. Using a  direc- 
tional antenna has another  ad- 
vantage, too. With the beam 
pointed in one direction you will 
cause less QRM in the other di- 
rections and you will have less 
ORM from other directions en- 
tering the receiver. 

A beam has a front-to-back 
ratio of between 18 and 28 db. 
this front-to-back ratio is the 


difference in db. when the beam . 


is pointed directly at the station 
and when the beam is pointed in 
exactly the opposite direction. 
The cost of a beam, mast, and 
rotator can many times be much 
less than the cost of an ampli- 
fier for the present rig. Don’t 
forgo: that a beam works on the 
output power, and not the input. 
A linear amplifier, which is about 
3C per cent to 35 per cent effi- 
cient, would not make the dif- 
ference in power’ mentioned 
above. For example, if you had 
a rig capable of putting out 100 
watts (around 140 watts input) 
and added a linear amplifier

crease would be about 3. Addin 

a two element beam to the origi- 
nal i100 watts would give you a 
bit more signal than the kw. 
linear would!! 


All this, I believe, would prove 
that the antenna can be a more 
deciding factor than the power 
input, in working or not working 
DX. 

The SWR, of course, drops the 
radiated power of the antenna. 
It is caused by off-resonance, 
proximity of the antenna _ to 
other objects, and pickup of RF 
radiated from the antenna by the 
feedline. To correct offresonance 
is self-explanatory. The proxi- 
mity to other objects is also self- 
explanatory; raise the antenna. 
And to prevent pickup of RF by 
the feedline, run the feedline at 
right angles to the antenna for 
at least a quarter wave. 

The height of the antenna can 
make a considerable difference 
when there are objects around 
the antenna. It is best to get 
the antenna “in the clear” as 
much as possible, so that all the 
power radiated will continue on, 
and not have any of it be ab- 


sorbed by surrounding object

CONDITION 1: STAND BY

STATE OF FLORIDA AREC 


(Attach This To AREC Plan) 


The State AREC Emergency Communication Plan will be ac- 


vated in phases, as follows: 


All AREC Officials monitor the FEPN No. 1 frequencies and keep 
informed of situation through broadcast Radio-TV and official 
sources. 


| CONDITION 2: EMERGENCY WATCH 


ECs for Pensacola, Tallahassee, Jacksonville, Orlando, Tampa 
and Miami establish watches on all four emergency net fre- 


quencies. 
_ECs advise key operating personnel of situation and arrange 


for relief operators, activation of special stations and other ad- 
vance preparations. 

ECs advise key agencies which they serve (such as Red Cross, 
Civil Defense, state and local governments) of AREC availability. 


CONDITION 3: LIMITED EMERGENCY 


Key Cities maintain 24-hour guard on all emergency net fre- 
quencies. 

Phone Net No. 1 becomes directed, if it isn’t already. 

Other emergency nets go under direct supervision of their re- 
spective Net Managers. Their decisions will govern hours of net 
operation and whether or not to have the net directed. 

All Key Cities maintain watch, regardless of the status of net 
activity. 

All directed nets will strictly observe rules of procedure in the 
AREC Communication Plan, under sections on Net Procedure, 
Traffic and Emergency Frequencies. 

Emergency Power is on premises and in working condition with 
48 hours fuel on hand. 


CONDITION 4: FULL EMERGENCY 


All emergency nets are directed and running 24 hours per day. 
FCC will not be asked to clear any frequency unless Condition 4 
prevails. Declaration of Condition 4 will not automatically request 
FCC to clear a channel. 

Only an SEC or SCM shall request a clear channel from FCC. 
The SEC (Section Emergency Coordinator) may cancel Condi- 
tion 4 and return to Condition 3 at any time. 


CONDITION 5: AFTERMATH 


Emergency crisis has passed. 

Emergency Nets begin to restrict operations at discretion of 
their Net managers. 

Condition 5 ends when all nets are QRT. 


IN TROPICAL STORM SITUATIONS 


State Plan is automatic. 

‘Condition 1 goes into effect automatically whenever it appears 
from news reports that there is some threat to Florida, or when 
ordered by an SEC. 

Condition 2 goes into effect automatically whenever any part of 
the state is included in Weather Bureau Storm Watch notices 
or when ordered by an SEC. 

Condition 3 goes into effect automatically when any part of 
the state is included within Storm Warning notice by the 
Weather Bureau. 

Condition 4 never goes into effect automatically. It goes into 
effect only when ordered by either SEC. Condition 4 may be 
cancelled and returned to Condition 3 at any time by the SEC. 
Condition 5 is never automatic. It goes into effect only when 
ordered by either SEC.

APOLOGIA: Members of the 
FMTN — I asked the editor to 
be releived of the FMTN column 
because I did not feel that I was 
doing a fine group justice. One 
cannot write about the unknown 
forever and, besides, you guys 
put up with me long enough and 
I thank you for your courtesy. 
BCNU! 

In the June issue TAS remark- 
ed on DeSoto’s book and stated 
that Amateurs got into trouble 
with the government around 
1909. This brought to mind my 
pet aversion of the present day 
— the term ‘HAM’. Most of the 
time the voracious user of the 
term is a ‘LID’ and what is far 
worse it is even a term the so- 
called CBer utters among the 
ignorant. I can remember in the 
20s when the green-eyed boys 
of Yale used to call those of us 
who studied wireless telegraph 
as amateurs at Cambridge ‘“Har- 
vard’s Amazing Marconis” be- 
cause we called ourselves ‘Hams’. 
Well, they weren’t so far wrong 
in a way. Back in 1909 three 
goons by the names of Hyman, 
Almy and Murray operated a 
wireless station at the. Harvard 
Radio Club. For a while they 
signed as HYALMU but got into 
confusion with a Mexican freight- 
er with the name of HYALMO so 
they cut their call to HAM. If 
you will check the congressional 
record for 1911 you will find that 
a Senator David I. Walsh was 
on a committee doodling with a 
controversial bill dealing with a 
very important matter of wire- 
less regulation. Hyman chose 
this bill as his thesis at Harvard 
and Walsh was so impressed that 
he sent for Hyman to be a wit- 
ness before the committee who 
were all set to kill amateur wire- 
less by order of the commercial 
lobby. Hyman put on an impas- 
sioned plea for his little station 
HAM and all the other little 
hams with the result that the bill 
came out of committee to the 
floor of the Senate where mem- 
bers rose in behalf of HAM and 
all the little hams and the result 
was that the Alexander Bill went 
through without killing the Ama- 
teurs to death. Thus it was that 
Hi Maxim got the ARRL started 
and then came Fred Schnell, the 
Bradenton golfer — Lord love 
him, So be a Ham — not a LID! 

It is over 20 years since I was 
an EC but even in those days, 
with the AARS in conjunction, 
the .AREC was fully able to 
handle communications for a na- 
tural disaster for the municipali- 
ties and the Red Cross in such 
a manner as was commensurate 


PINT AND KINK 


Here is a quick and easy, low 
cost, quarter wave antenna for 
50me. made out of an ordinary 
metal coat hangar. Straighten 
out, (or any stiff wire about 
number 10.) Discard about two 
inches of the hangar, then add a 
variable inductance, variable ca- 
pacitance slide tuner, made of 
300 ohm TV transmissions line, 
oval holow type. Insert the iron 
rod from the hangar approx 
twenty five inches into the hol- 
low line. Fifteen and three quar- 
ter inches exposed. 

The TV line is thirty. seven and 
a half inches long with two inches 
for a coupling loop. The total 
cversall length is 55.25 inches, 
but is adjustable. There is no 
vhysical contact between the iron 
and copper so the outer end of 
the TV line can be sealed. While 
adjusting, watch out for RF 
burns, it suddenly becomes HOT.

UP THE RIVER 
WITHOUT A 


Here’s a story about an in- 
genious Ham, a marathon boat 
race and allied trails and tribu- 
ations.

A quick job 
with a screw driver, a turn or 
two, and the two ends of the 
extension cord were hooked up 
and power surged into the wait- 
ing radio units, and W4NGR 
portable four was on the air. 


Now a frequency of 3985 Ke 
d been chosen, so it was pre- 
"sumed, but no one associated 
with the Marathon radio set up 
seemed to be on it. Three or four 
calls brought — you guessed it

— nothing. A quick survey up 
and below the frequency found 
— nothing. But Wait! What’s 
this on 3855 Ke?? “This is W4- 
QR located at White Hair Bridge. 
Here come the first of the race 
boats number 32, 521, 881, 89, — 
—” “FHoly-Cow! I’m rock bound 
on 3855 and this cotton-picking 
VFO won’t Vee, eff or oh to that 
frequency. So we just sit and 
listen. 

In to every life a little Sun- 
shine must come and in this case 
it was Charlie, K4OER of nearby 
DuBarry. Charlie, bless him, went 
back home and _ brought his 
Knight VFO and this saved the 
day. After that everything went 
in apple pie order with the excep- 
tion of losing the fuse in the 
DX100 once, being clobbered by 
QRM a few times and not being 
able to eat. 

Did you ever try eating fried 
cnicken, answer a question by an 
onlooker and have them call you 
on the radio at the same time? 
You lay the chicken down, look 
for something to wipe your fin- 
gers on, look for a pencil, try to 
turn the page of a wind blown 
log book and talk with a mouth 
full all at the same time.

6 METER SINGLE SIDEBAND 
Pat Ferro, W4WAQ 


The past month has seen num- 
erous band openings to all of 
the stateside areas, plus Cuba, 
Puerto Rico, Uruguay, Argentina, 
and Canada. 

The activity of Single Sideband 
stations has increased signifi- 
cantly over last years Band open- 
ings, and after discussion with 
many AM Stations additional in- 
creases should be noticed in the 
coming months. 

Some idea of the activity of 
Single Sideband was demonstrat- 
ed Saturday afternoon, June 3rd, 
where, within one hour Sideband 
contacts were made to all areas 
with the exception of the 7th, 
and including a KP4. Later in 
the afternoon, the 7th call area 
was actively heard in this area. 

Band conditions on 6 seem to 
be at one of its all time peaks, 
with Band openings running al- 
most around the clock. 

On the low end of the Band, 
50.105-50.120, as many as 7 Side- 
band QSO’s were in progress at 
the same time. This is a good 
indication of the tremendous in- 
terest in 6 meter Sideband, and 
it is the writer’s feeling that 
many more Stations would be 
operating Sideband, except for 
problems in obtaining equipment. 

Some of the new equipment 
being featured for 6 is the Halli- 
crafters’ new Model HA-6 Trans- 
verter for SSB and other modes 
of transmission. The new HA-6 
offers amateur, with 10 Meter 
transmitting and receiving equip- 
ment, a piece of equipment that 
will give them 120 watts PEP 
on 6 SSB. 

This transverter changes a 10 
Meter output to the 6 Meter 
range, and also converts the re- 
ceived VHF signal down to 10 
Meters for reception. The 5894 
tube, used in the transmitter 
final amplifier, can be driven up 
to 120 watts PEP input. All 
modes of transmission and re- 
ception are useable with this unit, 
depending on the type of 10 Me- 
ter equipment used. 

An additional feature of this 
transverter is the nuvistor front 
end in the receiver section, which 
is supposed to provide excellent 
sensitivity and noise figure. The 
unit can be driven by exciters, 
with outputs from 10-100 watts. 
The unit also contains a built-in 
coaxial antenna relay. 

The tube line-up is a 12AT7 
crystal oscillator; 6AH6 buffer 
amplifier; 6CW4 RF amplifier, 
for receiving; 6AN4 mixer, for 
receiving; a twelve BY7 mixer, 
for transmitting; 6360 driver, for 
transmitting; and a 5894 final 
amplifier.

LICENSING BE 
RE-EVALUATED 


With the event of 11 meters 

being opened for Citizens’ band 
peration, the need for and worth 
f several classes of Amateur 

Operator, has curtailed. Before 
the opening of this new service, 
many persons with a very limited 
knowledge of amateur radio and 
an even more limited desire to 
delve into the technical phase of 
the art obtained Amateur Class 
licenses solely for the purposes 
of communication. They might be 
classified as “Amateurs of Talk” 
as contrasted with “Amateurs of 
Radio” (those who are interested 
in the technical aspects of radio 
communication and experimenta- 
tion). These “Amateurs of Talk” 
almost invariably took the line of 
least resistance and obtained a 
license in one of the three classes 
that are cynically (but all-too-ac- 
curately) known as the “perjury 
class”, Novice, Technician, and 
Conditional. 

Now, however, the situation is 
altered. A person who merely 
wants to talk to others over a 
radio station can obtain a license 
by simply filling out a form and 
submitting it to the FCC. He 
does not have to go through the 
trouble of learning the code and 
theory, or( as is often done, 

formalities and 


kipping these 
B es swearing that he has met 


the stipulated requirements and 
having his perjury backed by 
some renegade amateur. 

In the light of these develop- 
ments. it would seem advisable 
to reconsider amateur licensing 
requirements. The Novice Class 
serves an excellent purpose. It 
fills a real need in that it forms 
a ready path for the uninitiated 
to follow to higher fields of ama- 
teur radio. Being of one year 
duration, it quickly weeds out 
those who have no continuing in- 
terest. It could be made of much 
more worth by returning to the 
original practice of having this 
examination administered by an 
FCC engineer. If not this, then 
the examination could (and 
should) be given by a board con- 
sisting of one amateur, one police 
officer, and one public official. 
This would reduce the incidence 
of perjury and permit a novice to 
take pride in the possession of 
his license. 

The Technician Class has a 
place, too. Let it be obtained by 
the same manner as suggested 
above for the Novice and require 

yearly submission to the FCC 
f the scope and extent of the 
technical work accomplished by 
the “Tech” as is done by the 
holders of Experimental Class

With Hurricane season here 
thought this would be a good 
time to point out several items of 
interest. Certainly hope that all 
concerned will remember to be 
good listeners if and when the 
emergency nets have to go into 
operation. 

Had a good example on FPTN 
one morning just a few weeks 
ago when I intentionally had a 
low power station assume net 
control one morning. The same 
old story, all hands jumping in 
and trying to assist — again, in- 
tentions are good but the results 
are very confusing. 

If net controls need assistance 
they will usually ask for it from 
stations which they know are in 
locations where they can help the 
most. I guess we all have a little 
hidden hero in us and unfortu- 
nately, it comes to light at very 
odd times. 

I know many times when I 
have been listening, temptation 
to transmit has been very great 
and I had to practically sit on 
my hands to keep from doing the 
wrong thing. 

Now is the time to get all your 
antennas in shape by checking 
your guy wires if you have a 
diapole or a doublet. Also, check 
your tube rack for spares . . 
If you have a generator, check it 
and put it in tip top shape for 
emergency operation. 

Ingredients for a good Emer- 


gency operator — Be a good 
listener . . 
licenses. Since holders of Tech- 


nician Class licenses vehemently 
proclaim that they are the only 
true experimenters in the field of 
amateur radio, surely they should 
not object to publishing the re- 
sults of their research to a gov- 
ernmental agency. 

The Conditional Class also has 
a definite place. It, too, should 
be obtained by an examination 
given by a three man board, as 
previously mentioned. 

Finally, all classes of licenses 
should be subject to re-examina- 
tion especially those obtained by 
examination other than that giv- 
en by an FCC engineer. All who 
fail such examinations should 
have to take any further amateur 
tests that they may wish to take 
under the supervision of an FCC 
Examiner only. 

Only by returning amateur ra- 
dio to “Amateurs of Radio” can 
we hope to survive the ever-in- 
creasing pressure for additional 
frequencies by the commercial 
and military services.

stantly retune the receiver. Fel- 
lows, it’s no problem to zero, 
especially with a rig like the HT- 
37 with variable calibrate level 
control, put enough rf into the 
receiver to make the SSB NCS 
sound natural, then tune the VFO 
slowly to clear up any tendency 
to sound like Donald Duck. Turn 
your receivers and VFO’s on 30 
minutes before net time, and they 
should be stable, but even the 
best gear drifts some, so re- 
member to zero beat again every 
15 or 20 minutes or so. 

Another thing we hear is some 
rather petty arguments about 
whether the NCS is on 3910 or 
3909 Ke. We adon’t all have 
75A4’s or real accurate freq. me- 
ters, and even crystals vary some, 
so why quibble over a Ke. or two 
(unless it’s on the band edge) ? 
They told us in the Army that 
the frequency the NCS was on 
was the net frequency, no matter 
what freq. he chose, and heaven 
help the net member that dis- 
agreed. 

Lots of the local gang are on 
vacation or on active duty with 
the military reserves.

Some time it’s like the proverb- 
ial needle in the haystack find- 
ing him, especially if W4XXX is 
a passing tourist.

OLD TIMERS CHAIR 
Hank McMurria, W4TAS 


The man who probably did 
more than any other in proving 
the value of short waves for com- 
munication purposes is now re- 
tired and living in Bradenton, 
Florida. 

He is Fred H. Schnell, W4CF, 
who served as Traffic Manager 
for A.R.R.L. for about six years 
in the early 1920’s. Fred was also 
associated with C. F. Burgess 
Laboratories and for a number of 
years he held top ranking posi- 
tions with Motorola and with the 
City of Chicago. 

A bit of his interesting back- 
ground is revealed in an old issue 
of QST in the “Who’s Who In 
Amateur Wireless” column . . 


“Fred is a well known figure 
around Chicago amateur meet- 
ings. His interest in radio dates 
from 1908 when he started to 
make an inch spark-coil but, de- 
ciding it was too small, started 
making a transformer’ which 
suffered the same fate. Then a 1 
KW open core. Discarding this 
(to increase his range over that 
obtained when the window was 
open), he made a 2 KW. This was 
back in 1911, and the days of un- 
limited power and wave length 
and the Chicago Wireless Asso- 
ciation had him listed as a long 
distance amateur with a range 
of 20 miles. The law of 1912 
seared him into getting a decent 
set and the 3-slide tuner and sili- 
con went with the old transmit- 
ter. In 1917 he became a 3rd 
class Electrician, Radio, in the 
Naval Reserve, was successively 
promoted to 2nd., Ist., and fin- 
ally Chief, serving at Great 
Lakes, Belmar, and Washington 
Trans-Atlantic Radio Control Of- 
fice. He made three trips with 
the presidential party on the 
U.S.S. George Washington.” 

“His results as Chicago City 
Manager, in ARRL show him a 
regular whirlwind at organiza- 
tion. Our Central Division Man- 
ager’s right-hand man, he out- 
grew. the City Manager’s job and 
is now Eastern Section Assist- 
ant for W9ZN.” 


It was late in 1920 when Fred 
had also served as chairman of 
the Chicago Executive Council, 
and had been responsible for a 
Chicago Plan (voluntary spark- 
era quiet periods in which DX 
spark signals from other areas of 
the country be heard and work- 
ed), following the resignation of 
J. O. Smith as Traffic Manager, 
Fred was added to the then small 
staff of ARRL as Traffic Man- 
ager and made “relay progress 
his daily concern” November 1920 
QST has his operating depart- 


ment’s first greeting and request 
for cooperation. 

A few months after Fred 
Schnell assumed his post as 
Traffic Manager, he became in- 
volved in the problem of finding 
out if signals could be heard 
across the Atlantic. 

“Some two dozen American 
amateurs transmitted  pre-ar- 
ranged signals on February 1, 3, 
and 5, 1921, which were listened 
for by about two hundred and 
fifty British experimenters, with 
prizes offered by manufacturers 
on both sides to the amateur 
turning in the best performance. 
The results were negative. 

At a meeting of the ARRL 
Board of Direction during the 
first national convention that 
year, Traffic Manager Fred H. 
Schnell presented a plan to en- 
sure that any possible deficienc- 
ies in British receiving techniques 
would not imperil the possibili- 
ties of amateur signals being 
lkeard -eeross the Atlantic on 
these tests. He proposed that a 
qualified American amateur be 
sent overseas with the best 
available amateur receiving gear 
to supplement the efforts of the 
British listeners. 

Paul E. Godley, 2XE, prob- 
ably the foremost receiving ex- 
pert in America at that time 
made the trip to England. On 
this second attempt to cross the 
Atlantic, it was proved that ama- 
teur signals transmitted with the 
meager maximum power of one 
KW on the despised wavelength 
of two hundred meters could cross 
the Atlantic.” 

Tests looking toward the es- 
tablishing of two way amateur 
communication across the At- 
lantic were almost immediately 
instituted by Traffic Manager 
Schnell. In January of 1923, the 
first attempt was made with 
negative results. 

“In November of 1923, Lion 
Deloy of Nice, France cabled 
Traffic Manager Schnell that he 
would transmit on 100 meters 
from 9 to 10 p.m. starting No- 
vember 25th. 

Schnell flashed this news over 
ARRL traffic routes. Many sta- 
tions were listening. On the night 
of November 27, 1923, Schnell 
had secured special permission 
from the Supervisor of Radio at 
Boston to use the 100 meter 
wavelength. The results were the 
FIRST two way communication 
across the Atlantic. Schnell, 
IMO and John L. Reinartz, 1 
XAM-1 QP maintained commu- 
nications with 8AB in France 
and Americans and Europeans 
were working for the first time.” 

It was during this time that 
articles in QST by Fred showed 
a upswing in traffic handling.

League memberships were in- 
creasing rapidly. 

“In April of 1925, the Navy 
Department secured the services 
of Fred H. Schnell, Traffic Man- 
ager of ARRL to conduct tests on 
short waves during a_ seven 
months Australian cruise. The 
Navy had been attracted by the 
astounding results secured by 
amateur utilization of the short 
waves. It wanted to investigate 
and, if possible, to adapt. What 
better way to secure a demon- 
stration than by having an ama- 
teur perform it? Schnell, by rea- 
son of his trans-atlantic and 
subsequent work was regarded as 
the outstanding short wave ama- 
teur of the time. Fred was given 
a leave of absence from his post 
at ARRL and he was commission- 
ed a lieutenant in the U.S. Navy. 
He built a special amateur-CW 
transmitter and receiver of the 
most modern type and installed 
them aboard the flagship, the 
U.S.S. “Seattle” under the call 
NRRL. Throughout the voyage, 
long after the long wave sets had 
failed, the amateur short wave 
contact was unflagging, reliable. 
All Schnell had to do was an- 
nounce his presence on the air 
and a hundred voices clamored 
for his call. Since that time the 
Navy has been consistently in the 
fore of high-frequency practice 
and progress.” 

Fred Schnell is reticent to tell 
of his part in the history of ama- 
teur radio. I have only hit on a 
few of the highlights. Fred is 
active on 20 meters SSB. He 
keaps in touch with many of his 
friends via the air-waves and 


has many distinguished visitors

The highlight of the May 28rd 
meeting was a talk and discus- 
sion by Col. Edwin Lee White, 
W4AS, who has had vast experi- 
ence with the ham, and was a 
member of the FCC dating back 
to 1930. He retired in 1955 and at 
present is a consulting engineer 
specializing on priority commu- 
nication problems for the various 
government agencies. Col. White’s 
topic was “The Past, Present, 
and Future of The Amateur Ra- 
dio Operator.” He briefly re- 
viewed amateur radio from the 
days when electro-magnetic 
waves were first noted in labora- 
tory experiments. This led to 
other experiments by amateurs 
who realized this could be a 
means of “wireless” communica- 
tions, which led to our present 
day radio. 


Col. White emphasized that 
while the amateur in the past has 
made great contributions in traf- 
fic handling and developing a 
reservoir of C.W. operators, that 
activity is dropping in import- 


ance. There is only a small group 
pioneering in the field of ama- 
teur science and electronics which 
was the initial basis of these 
frequencies been assigned to the 
amateur service. He then went 
on to say that in his opinion the 
radio amateur will have to earn 
and treasure the use of these 
frequencies assigned for this pur- 
pose; that unless the radio ama- 
teur contributes more to the 
scientific and electronic develop- 
ment of the art of communica- 
tion, he felt that the frequencies 
presently assigned to the ra- 
dio amateur service might be 
jeopordized by pressure from 
other services. Every radio serv- 
ice is growing and has to justify 
its existence.

EMERGENCY PROCEDURES 


CONDITION 4: 


FULL EMERGENCY 


CONDITION 1: STAND BY 


All AREC Officials monitor the FEPN No. 1 frequencies and keep 
informed of situation through broadcast Radio-TV and official 
sources. 


CONDITION 2: EMERGENCY WATCH 


ECs for Pensacola, Tallahassee, Jacksonville, Orlando, Tampa 
and Miami establish watches on all four emergency net fre- 
quencies. 

ECs advise key operating personnel of situation and arrange 
for relief operators, activation of special stations and See ad- 
vance preparations. 

ECs advise key agencies which they serve (such as Red Cross, 
Civil Defense, state and local governments) of AREC availability. 


CONDITION 3: LIMITED EMERGENCY 


Key Cities maintain 24-hour guard on all emergency net fre- 
quencies. 
Phone Net No. 1 becomes directed, if it isn’t already. 


Other emergency nets go under direct supervision of their re-_ 


spective Net Managers. Their decisions will govern hours of net 
operation and whether or not to have the net directed. 

All Key Cities maintain watch, regardless of the status of net 
activity. 

All directed nets will strictly observe rules of procedure in the 
AREC Communication Plan, under sections on Net Procedure, 
Traffic and Emergency Frequencies. 

Emergency Power is on premises and in working condition with 
48 hours fuel on hand. 


All emergency nets are directed and running 24 hours per day. 
FCC wiil not be asked to clear any frequency unless Condition 4 
prevails. Declaration of Condition 4 will not automatically request 
FCC to clear a channel. 

Only an SEC or SCM shall request a clear channel from FCC. 
The SEC (Section Emergency Coordinator) may cancel Condi- 
tion 4 and return to Condition 3 at any time. 


CONDITION 5: AFTERMATH 


Emergency crisis has passed. 

Emergency Nets begin to restrict operations at discretion of 
their Net managers. 

Condition 5 ends when all nets are QRT. 


IN TROPICAL STORM SITUATIONS 


State Plan is automatic. 

Condition 1 goes into effect automatically whenever it appears 
from news reports that there is some threat to Florida, or when 
ordered by an SKC. 

Condition 2 goes into effect automatically whenever any part of 
the state is included in Weather Bureau Storm Watch notices 
or when ordered by an SEC. 

Condition 3 goes into effect automatically when any part of 
the state is imcluded within Storm Warning notice by the 
Weather Bureau. 

Condition 4 never goes into effect automatically. It goes into 
effect only when ordered by either SEC. Condition 4 may be 
cancelled and returned to Condition 3 at any time by the SEC. 
Condition 5 is never automatic. It goes into effect only when 
ordered by either SEC.
